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Debate Brings No Clear Winner 


PHILADELPHIA (AP) - Both 
President Ford and Jimmy Carter are 
claiming victory in the first of the 1976 
campaign debates, a restrained yet 
contentious confrontation laden with 
economic statistics and political 
rhetoric, but barren of any new 
proposals. “I thought I did well,” the 
Democratic nominee told reporters as 
he left the Walnut Street Theater, site 
of the debate. Carter said he had 
wanted to stress what he considers 
Ford’s lack of leadership “and I think I 
did that very adequately.” 


“I enjoyed it very much,” Ford said 
as he left the theater. Asked who won, 
the President replied, “The American 
people.” 
Irater, Ford told supporters, “We 
have a turning point in this cam­ 
paign.... The momentum is on our 
side.” 
The debate, scheduled to run 90 
minutes but interrupted for 27 minutes 
by an electronic failure that cut off the 
sound to the millions watching it on 
television, covered economic issues 
and domestic policy. 
3 School Districts 
Face Early Closing, 
Ferguson Reports 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Three 
Ohio school districts should close down 
within the next two months or face end- 
of-the-year budget deficits, State 
Auditor Thomas E. Ferguson says. 
Ferguson certified a financial 
situation at the rural Federal Hocking 
School District in Athens County that 
he said justified an Oct. 12 shutdown. 
The North Union Local District in 
Union County got a Nov. IO permissive 
closing date and Madison Local in 
Franklin County, Nov. 18, Ferguson 
said. 
The auditor’s recommendations 
were approved by State School Supt. 
Martin W. Essex. 
However, the superintendent of the 
Hocking district said stopgap efforts 
would be made to keep district schools 
open to the 1,600 students in the com­ 
munity. 
The two other districts have tax 
levies on the Nov. 2 ballot that could 
ease their money problems before the 
certified closing dates, Essex said. 
Hocking superintendent Charles W. 
Coniford said the district would borrow 
the maximum amount possible, 
backed by voter approval last month of 
an 8.2 mill levy. 
“We are reasonably optimistic that 
with the cooperation of employes, the 
school board and the community, we’ll 
make it,” Coniford said. “It’s going to 
be tough.” 
Districts may request a state audit 


to verify shortages in operating money 
after two consecutive defeats of tax 
levy requests by voters within a year. 
If a district chooses to shut down on 
the date certified by Ferguson, it could 
reopen Jan. I, 1977 when new school 
money becomes available. 
Ferguson said the Federal Hocking 
district would end the year with a 
$352,697 deficit if classes continued 
through the remainder of the year 
under present circumstances. 
Even with an Oct. 12 closing, he said 
the southeastern Ohio district would 
end with a deficit of almost $4,000, 
assuming it paid all its bills and kept a 
skeleton staff of seven. 
Madison local, with 6,700 pupils, is 
seeking voter approval of 11.5 mills 
levy, while North Union Local, with an 
enrollment of more than 1,700, is ask­ 
ing for 9.8 in new taxing authority. 
Audits are nearly complete on five 
other districts that have asked 
Ferguson to certify shortages. “It is 
possible that not all of these districts 
will have to close,” a spokesman for 
the auditor said. 
The districts are: Toledo City; Col. 
Crawford Local (Crawford County); 
Seneca East Local (Seneca); Bucyrus 
City, and Union-Scioto (Ross), the 
auditor’s office said. 
Audits are not yet finished on three 
other school districts: Benton-Carroll- 
Salem Local (Ottaw a); 
Ontario 
(Richland), and Ridgedale (Marion). 


The candidates fielded 12 questions 
from a panel of three reporters. The 
topics ranged from unemployment, 
inflation and taxes to amnesty, 
government reorganization and do­ 
mestic spying by government agen­ 
cies. 
Carter described Ford as insensitive 
to the plight of the unemployed and 
said that the President’s 56 vetoes 
since he took office represented a 
“government of stalemate.” 
At the outset of the debate, Ford 
accused Carter of failing to be specific 
in his proposals. The President said his 
Democratic opponent was advocating 
programs calling for “more spending, 
bigger deficits, more inflation and 
more taxes.” 
The second debate is scheduled for 
Oct. 6 in San Francisco and will cover 
foreign policy and national security. A 
third, with no limitation on the subject 
matter, will be held Oct. 22. The vice 
presidential candidates, Sens. Walter 
F. Mondale, D-Minn., and Bob Dole, R- 
Kan., will debate sometime the week 
of Oct. ll. 


But the candidates and their ad­ 
visers felt the first debate would be the 
one likely to have the most lasting 
impression on the voters and the one to 
set a pattern for the others. 
Members of Carter’s staff had said 
they felt the former Georgia governor 
should avoid strongly worded, direct 
attacks on Ford which voters might re­ 
sent as showing disrespect for the 
presidency. 
Nonetheless, the Democratic can­ 
didate took Ford to task for what he 
said was a lack of leadership and 
blamed the Republican administration 
for what he said was a variety of 
economic ills. 
The moderator for the debate, 
sponsored by the league of Women 
Voters, was Edwin Newman of NBC. 
The questioners were Frank Reynolds 
of ABC television, Elizabeth Drew of 
the New Yorker, and James P. Gannon 
of the Wall Street Journal. 
The two candidates stood behind 
chest-high lecterns. During the 
opening minutes of the confrontation, 
their voices sounded strained. 


Hamilton Jordan. Carter’s cam­ 
paign manager, said later, “I thought 
Jimmy was a little nervous at first and 
started a little slow.” Jordan added 
that he thought that later Carter “took 
command of the debate." 
Jordan’s assessment was as ex­ 
pected as that of White House Press 
Secretary Ron Nessen, who said, “We 
compared notes on the President’s 
staff and came to the conclusion that 
he had won — and that he had won ... 
by a wide margin.” 
Reynolds 
asked 
the 
opening 
question, and it was directed to Car­ 
ter: 
“You have said you are committed 
to a drastic reduction in unem­ 
ployment. Can you say now, governor, 
in specific terms, what your first step 
would be next January, if you are 
elected, to achieve that?” 
“Yes,” Carter began. “First of all is 
to recognize the tremendous economic 
strength of this country, and putting 
back to work of our people as a top 
priority. This is an effort that ought to 


be done primarily by strong leadership 
in the White House.” 
Carter went on to say that unless 
unemployment was reduced “we’ll 
never have an end to the inflationary 
spiral, and we’ll never have a balanced 
budget.” 
He called for tax reform, for in­ 
centives to private industry to create 
jobs and for special programs geared 
to central cities where unemployment 
rates are far higher than the national 
average. 
Carter had three minutes for his 
initial answer and another two minutes 
to answer a followup question. Then 
Ford got his first chance to speak in 
the two minutes alloted for comment 
after an opponent has answered a 
question. 
“I don’t believe that Mr. Carter has 
been any more specific in this case 
than he has been in many other in­ 
stances,” said the President, echoing a 
familiar Republican charge against 
Carter.

Patty Hearst Faces

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - More 
than six months after a jury convicted 
her of armed bank robbery, Patricia 
Hearst faces a sentence that could be 
as light as probation or as tough as 35 
years in prison. 
U.S. District Court Judge William H. 
Orrick Jr. is to sentence the newspaper 
heiress today, one day after legal ses­ 
sions on both sides of San Francisco 
Bay recalled her 2^-year metamor­ 
phosis from kidnaped college coed to 
convicted felon. 
In Berkeley, avowed Symbionese 
Liberation Army members William 
and Emily Harris pleaded innocent 
Thursday at an arraignment on state 
changes of abducting Miss Hearst from 
her apartment on Feb. 4, 1974. 
And in San Francisco, the prosecutor

and the defense attorneys who opposed 
each other during Miss Hearses eight- 
week trial last spring met Thursday 
with Orrick to discuss “housekeeping 
matters.” 
Defense lawyers F. Lee Bailey and 
Albert Johnson were unusually tight- 
lipped as they emerged from a 45- 
minute private meeting with Orrick 
and U.S. Atty. James L. Browning. 
Bailey said Miss Hearst, 22, was 
“anxious to get the proceedings on,” 
and said he had “no idea what Judge 
Orrick will impose.” He has said pre­ 
viously he would move for a new trial 
after sentencing. 
Miss Hearst has been undergoing 
court-ordered psychiatric testing in 
San Diego since she was convicted 
March 20 of joining her SLA captors in 
an April 15, 1974, armed holdup of the 
Hibernia Bank in a quiet residential 
section of San Francisco. She and the 
Harrises were captured by the San 
Francisco FBI in September 1975. 
Despite her tearful testimony, she 
failed to convince the jury that she 
took part only because she was or­ 
dered to participate or die. 
She blamed the Harrises for con­ 
tinuing the terror against her after six 
SI .A members died in a shootout with 
Los Angeles police a month after the 
bank holdup. 
She also invoked her 5th Amendment 
right against selfincrim ination 42 
times, refusing to talk about some of 
her underground activities. 
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RADNOR, Pa. (AP) — Neither 
President Ford nor Jimmy Carter 
clearly won the first presidential 
debate but Ford gained slightly more 
new support than did Carter, ac­ 
cording to an Associated Press voter 
opinion poll. 


A telephone survey within 90 
minutes after the debate among a 
panel of 1,065 scientifically selected 
registered voters found a draw on the 
question of which candidate won the 
90-minute televised confrontation. 


Ford won Thursday night’s debate, 
according to 34.4 per cent of those who 
watched, while 31.8 per cent said 
Carter won. The rest — 33.8 per cent — 
said neither man won or they had no 
opinion on that question. 
But that margin was too small to be 
considered a precise indicator of 
national sentiment. Experts say that a 
sample of this size could err by 2.9 per 
cent if projected to describe all the 
viewers in the country. 
The poll showed Carter continuing to 
lead in voter preference, but by a 
slightly smaller margin than before 
the debate. 
Both men gained slightly from a 
predebate poll of the same panel when 
viewers were asked after the en­ 
counter which one they currently 
prefer for president. Ford added a bit 
more support than Carter. 
Carter’s over-all support grew to 46.9 
per cent after the debate from 45.3 per 
cent before the debate. Ford’s over-all 
support went to 44.9 per cent from the 
41 per cent who backed him before the 
show. 
Ford’s jump of more than 3 per­ 
centage points and Carter’s rise of 
more than one point 
had some 
parallels with the increases found 
after the first presidential debates in 
1960. John Kennedy’s poll standing 
rose about 3 percentage points after 
that historic debate, while then-Vice 
President Richard Nixon’s increased 
about I point. 
The telephone survey conducted by 
Tax Returns 
Confidential 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
Supreme Court today refused to 
disturb an injunction which bars the 
state auditor from reviewing state 
income tax returns. 
The court rejected the appeal of 
Auditor Thomas E. Ferguson, who 
sought to overturn the injunction 
against him. 
The court 
action started when 
Ferguson asked to review some 243,000 
individual income tax returns. He said 
he wished to compare refund amounts 
certified by the state tax commis­ 
sioner with the amount on the returns. 
The tax commissioner filed suit over 
the matter, arguing that state law 
made the returns confidential, subject 
to review only by officials directly re­ 
sponsible for tax administration. 
The trial court agreed, and was 
upheld by the 10th District Court of 
Appeals. 
In his appeal to the Supreme Court, 
Ferguson argued that his function fit in 
the “official purposes” exception to 
the confidentiality law.

Chilton Research Services of Radnor, 
Pa., also reached these other findings: 
—Carter elicited far more negative 
comments than Ford. More than ll per 
cent of those who said Ford won the 
debate gave their reason as a negative 
reaction to Carter’s stands, style or 
appearance. About 4 per cent of those 
who said C arter won mentioned 
negative reactions to Ford. 
—Those who did not identify 
themselves with any political party 
were more likely to say Ford won. 
About 42 per cent of those said Ford 
won, while only 26 per cent claimed the 
challenger came out on top. 
—That m argin among the in­ 
dependents was reflected in a gain in 
Ford’s support among that group from 
49 to 53 per cent. 
—While Carter’s rise in support was 
widely distributed, Ford picked up 
most of his new supporters from those 


in the upper-income brackets and 
those who went to college. 
A panel of 1,500 respondents was 
contacted in the week before the 
debate. Their presidential preference 
was determined during the initial call, 
and they agreed to accept a telephone 
call after the debate. 
Starting shortly after ll p.m. EDT 
Thursday, each of the 1,500 was 
called. A total of 1,065 interviews were 
completed within 90 minutes of the end 
of the debate. 
These figures represent the exact 
outcome of the survey of the members 
of the panel. But drawing conclusions 
on the entire voting population from 
the panel could be subject to some 
statistical variation. 
With a 1,065 sample size, one can say 
with 95 per cent certainty that the 
error due to variations in the sample is 
no more than 2.9 per cent. 


One possible variation could come in 
the effect of the 27-minute gap when 
the sound failed. This pushed the 
candidates’ closing statements until 
well after ll p.m. EDT. Those who did 
not see the closing statements could 
have reached different conclusions 
from those who did. 
About a quarter of those who wat­ 
ched the debate said it would exert a 
great deal of influence on their voting 
decision. Another 30 per cent said it 
would be of some importance. 
About 44 per cent of the college 
graduates said that Ford won the 
debate, versus about 29 per cent with 
that educational level who said Carter 
won. 
Ford also did the best among those 
with incomes of more than $20,000 a 
year. Almost 42 per cent of those 
thought Ford won, compared to 24 per 
cent picking Carter. 
Food, Fellowship Program 
Aimed At Older Citizens 


A new program designed to furnish 
older 
citizens 
with 
low 
cost, 
nutritionally-sound 
meals 
while 
providing them with social outlets is 
being designed by the Pickway County 
Community Action organization. 
Mrs. Martha Wiggins has been 
employed as program director for 
Senior Food and Fellowship, which 
will operate under Title VII Federal 
Funding, according to Sam Dettra, 
PICCA director. 


The long-range program could be 
operational by Oct. 18, Mrs. Wiggins 
said, if negotiations for suitable sites 
can be completed. 
Alice Smith has been employed to 
prepare the meals, regular hot lunches 
that will provide a third of the daily 
nutritional requirements. Beverages 
will also be available. 
Mrs. Wiggins has set a target of 60 
meals a day for the program, although 
more may be arranged according to 
interest. Because of the large number 
of meals, participants will be asked to 
make reservations for each day they 
plan to take advantage of the program. 
The purpose of Senior Food and 
Fellowship is to provide older citizens, 
particularly those with low incomes, 
with nutritionally sound meals served 
in strategically located centers where 
they can obtain other social and 
rehabilitative services. 
Besides promoting better health 
among the older segment of the 
population 
through 
improved 
nutrition, such a program is aimed at 
reducing the isolation of old age, of­ 
fering older Americans an opportunity 
to live their remaining years in 
dignity. This program is part of an 
effort to keep people in their own 
homes rather than being forced into 
rest homes or dependence upon 
relatives. 
Senior Food and Fellowship will 
provide a good nourishing noon day 
meal for the elderly of Pickaway 
County in a pleasant group dining 
area. 
As the title implies there are many 
social aspects to the program — Senior 
citizens benefit from staying in social 
contact with others and from being 
active, interested and involved. 
Senior Food and Fellowship is 
designed to help senior citizens in their 
areas of special need. 
The Information and Referral 
Service will provide individuals with 
current information of all appropriate 
services to meet their needs. Health 
and Welfare counseling will assist 
them in dealing with problems of a 
health and social nature through 
person-to-person contact.

There will be recreational activities 
at the site designed to fit the per- 
ferences of program participants. 
Nutrition education will be provided 
making available facts about the kinds 
and amounts of foods that are required 
to meet one’s daily nutritional needs. 
Shopping assistance will be offered to 
project participants to help them get to 
and from food markets and select 
proper food items. 
In addition an Outreach service will 
seek out and identify the maximum 
number of hard-to-reach, 
isolated 
individuals and provide them the 
opportunity to participate in the 
project. 
Transportation will be provided to 
and from the meal site for those who 
would otherwise be unable to par­ 
ticipate due to a lack of mobility. For 
those who are physically or mentally 
handicapped and need personal 


assistance, an escort service will be 
set up. 
The Title VII funds also provide for a 
one-time purchase of kitchen equip­ 
ment. 
Success of the plan can be easily 
measured, according to Mrs. Wiggins. 
Ixing-range goals include the for­ 
mation of a centralized kitchen for the 
preparation of food which may be 
distributed at dining sites in rural 
areas, and additional vehicles for 
transportation of participants. 
Any citizen over the age of 60 is 
eligible to participate in Senior Food 
and Fellowship, with guests paying a 
set fee and seniors making a con­ 
fidential contribution for the meals. 
Mrs. Wiggins, the co-ordinator, is 
available to speak about this new 
program to any interested groups or 
individuals.

NEW YORK (AP) — The stock 
market declined broadly today as 
investors pondered the most recent 
jump in the nation's money supply. 
"Hie opening Dow Jones average of 
30 industrial stocks was down more 
than six points and declining issues on 
the New York Stock Exchange took an 
almost 4-1 lead on those advancing. 
Trading was active in early going, 
with the NYSE ticker tape three 
minutes late in recording trades at one 
point. 
At the close of the NYSE on Thur­ 
sday. the Federal Reserve reported 
that the nation's basic money supply 
jumped a seasonally adjusted 14 5 
billion in the latest statement week. 
Such jumps tend to increase in­ 
vestors' apprehension over a possible 
tightening of the Fed’s credit policy, 
which would nudge interest rates up. 
Opening prices today included 
American Telephone & Telegraph, 
unchanged at 49; 
Westinghouse 
Electric, down 4 at 184; and Inter­ 
national Telephone & Telegraph, down 
4 at 324. 
AT&T was the early volume leader. 
On Thursday, the Dow Jones 
Industrial average slipped 3.25 to 
1,010.80. Declining issues led those 
advancing by a 5-3 margin. 
Volume on the Big Board dipped to 
24.21 million shares from the 32.97 
million traded Wednesday. 
The exchange’s composite index of 
all its listed common stocks declined 
.27 to 57.08.

Bargainers for both sides agreed on 
Thursday that they were making 
progress, the first time they’ve ex­ 
pressed such confidence since the 
walkout by 170,000 hourly employes 
started Sept. 15. 


But there was no word that round- 
the-clock talks would begin, the 
traditional sign that a settlement is 
near. 
A Ford spokesman said negotiators 
were “progressing through some very 
important noneconomic issues that 
must be resolved for a settlement to be 
reached." 


The three-year contract they’re 
working toward will set a pattern for 
700,000 workers at each of the major 
U.S. auto makers. 
Sources at Ford headquarters, 
where the bargainers met Thursday, 
said the two sides began narrowing 
their differences late Wednesday on 
the union’s demand for increased job 
security and restrictions on layoffs. 
The sources have said they also expect 
progress on economic issues soon. 


Economic issues dividing the two 
sides include wages, health care, 
supplemental unemployment benefits, 
pensions and a union demand for 
additional paid days off each year to 
create new jobs. 
Meanwhile, Ford reported that its 
mid-September car sales were the 
third-best ever for that period, up ll 
per cent from a year ago. Ford dealers 
liave 630,000 new cars in stock, and 
industry analysts say the strike will 
not significantly hurt Ford sales for at 
least two more weeks. 


Industrywide, domestic car sales 
were up 8 per cent from the same 
period in 1975, for the strongest mid- 
September performance since 1971.

Both Sides Cautious 
In Early Showdown 


PHI I.ADE LPHI A 
(AP) - They 
stuck to their game plans, with no 
surprise plays, no new maneuvers. It 
was a night for well-practiced themes, 
and anyone who had been listening to 
President Ford and Jimmy Carter had 
heard it all before. 
When the stakes are highest, 
candidates, like football coaches, tend 
to be cautious. Super Bowls can be dull 
— neither side wants to risk the in­ 
tercepted pass that could turn the 
game. 
For much the same reason, the 
Great Debate in Philadelphia was a 
litany of campaign positions and 
statements that Carter and Ford had 
been using all along. 
Neither man wanted to risk a 
blunder. When it was over, neither 
man appeared to have made one. In 
the later debates, on Oct. 6 or the Oct. 
22 finale, either Carter or Ford may 
decide to gamble with a new offense or 
a dramatic new proposal, if things are 
not going his way. 
But if Thursday night’s performance 
by the candidates was predictable, 
that of modem technology was not. 
Going into the windup, the audio setup 
failed somehow. It was 27 minutes 
before it was restored. 
The confrontation marked a key 
poult in a campaign season that now 
has less than six weeks to run. 
In the last presidential campaign 
debates, 16 years ago, opening-night 


impressions counted most, boosting 
John F. Kennedy for the balance of the 
campaign. 
Carter had said he intended to play 
the role of Kennedy this time, but Ford 
claimed the momentum had turned his 
way. Who won? That is for the voters 
to decide. 
Another key question may be an­ 
swered more quickly: will Thursday 
night’s nationally televised debate 
heighten interest in the campaign and 
focus attention on the candidates?

NEW YORK (AP) — To base any 
argument on the median income of 
American families is to take aim at a 
target that is constantly shifting, 
changing shape and assuming new 
meanings. 
It varies from year to year and from 
place to place. It grows swiftly in one 
year and barely can be discerned to 
move at all in others. It may rise while 
financial fortunes shrink with the 
dollar. 


It is often too casually used as a 
dividing line between rich and poor, 
which it is not. Some families are 
comfortable earning the median, while 
others fall deep into debt and distress. 
The median income, now ap­ 
proaching $14,000, appears to be a very 
useable statistic, since it lies in the 
middle, with half the number of 
families earning more, half less. But it 
hardly can be called the happy 
median. 
Families earning near the median 
aren’t likely to accept praise for being 
there, since the American tradition is 
that you don’t settle for average but 
seek to excel. And those earning less 
aren’t always bitter but instead may 
be ambitious and confident. 
The typical family—supposedly two 
children, 8 and 13, and their parents — 
lives considerably better on the 
median income in Austin, Tex. than in 
New York, Chicago, Los Angeles or 
Anchorage, Alaska. 
The median income has a different 
meaning in the city than on the farm. A 
city family might have to scrimp on 


the median. A farm family might be 
comfortable because of its other 
resources. 
The median income shifts with the 
years, because Americans on average 
tend to improve their financial 
standing. But the meaning of the 
median income also shifts because of 
changes in buying power. 
If you earned today’s median back in 
1950 you would have been well off. But 
if you earned 1950’s median income 
today you would be badly off. In that 
time inflation has eroded the dollar to 
about one-third its value. 
Does being on the sunny side of the 
median make a family rich? If more 
than 40 million families were asked to 
reply to that question in unison the an­ 
swer might be a thunderous no that 
might vibrate seismographs. 
Is the median income a definition of 
class? Hardly. Blue Collar workers 
sometimes make more than college in­ 
structors. High school dropouts often 
make more than college graduates. If 
there 
are 
mathematical 
measurements of “class,” the median 
income isn’t one of them. 
What is rich? Perhaps a state of 
mind. The loans records of banks, the 
bankruptcy files, the divorce courts 
and other sources attest to many thou­ 
sands of “rich" people who lived 
beyond their means. 
If your family income exceeds 
$30,000 you are in roughly the upper 5 
per cent income bracket, but you are 
aware that you must deny your family 
many of the privileges you thought 
would be theirs at that level of income.

Deputy Chief 
In D etroit 
Under Fire 


DETROIT (AP) — Frank Blount, 
Detroit’s second-ranking police of­ 
ficial, has been put on indefinite leave 
of absence after federal narcotics 
agents and local police raided his 
home in search of evidence of illegal 
drug trafficking. 
A police spokeswoman said Blount’s 
“educational leave of absence” took 
effect at noon Wednesday and his 
duties would be taken immediately by 
Deputy Chief William Hart. Blount is 
the department’s executive deputy 
chief. 
Blount, 50, the highest-ranking black 
in the department’s history, has been 
at odds with Chief Philip G. Tannian. 
Blount said he would fight allegations 
of narcotics dealing “to the bitter 
end.” 
No criminal charges have been filed 
against Blount. A federal grand jury 
reportedly is investigating possible 
links between Blount and narcotics 
dealers. 
Federal agents raided Blount’s 
home and several other locations 
Monday. They also subpoenaed 
Tannian to turn over internal files on 
Blount and another officer, Inspector 
John A. Henry, acting commander of 
the city’s lith Precinct. 
Blount said he plans to study at the 
Criminal Justice Institute at Wayne 
State University in Detroit during his 
leave of absence.

40 YEARS AGO 
1936 
Electricians were installing the 
Pumpkin Show lights in the downtown 
area a week early for the Merchant’s 
Fall Progress Show. The show was 
slated to run for a week, with a parade 
on Wednesday evening. 


Our 17-year-old daughter has a 
definite unpleasant body odor. Her 
friends notice it and she is becoming 
more and more embarrassed and 
isolated. Her bathing habits seem to be 
good. She uses underarm lotions and 
sprays, but none seems to be effective. 
Could there be some physical condition 
that causes this? Where can we go for 
help? 
Mrs. E.K.,W. Va. 
Dear Mrs. K.: 
There are no “odor specialists” to 
whose help I can refer you. There are a 
very few physical disorders respon­ 
sible for such an unpleasant body odor. 
If a physical condition does exist, it 
could be traced by your own doctor in 
your own community. 
A group of apocrine glands are 
responsible for normal, healthy per­ 
spiration. Some bacteria seem to 
flourish in the secretion of these glands 
and can produce a bad odor. 
There seems to be some advantage 
in controlling this by shaving the 
underarm hair. American women do 
this almost routinely. Men, too, seem 
to benefit by cutting their underarm 
hair shorter. 
Despite the fact that your daughter 
“seems” to bathe frequently, more 
consideration should be given to the 
possibility that her personal hygiene is 
not entirely satisfactory. 


Even with more rigid control it must 
be remembered that odors have a way 
of lingering in clothes, causing odors 
long after proper hygiene has been 
established. 
Occasionally, some drugs and 
combination of drugs may be 
responsible for embarrassing body 
odors. 


How does one protect a newborn 
child from colds? I catch colds 
frequently and worry that I will give 
my baby my cold. 
Mrs. C. S., Ore. 
Dear Mrs. S.: 
It is not always possible for a mother 
to remove herself from a child’s 
presence. A mask worn over the nose 
and mouth is moderate protection. 
A better way of avoiding trans­ 
mitting colds to infants and children 
is not to talk to them or coo over them 
and spread droplets of infected saliva 
in their direction. 
Infants are hardier than you suspect. 
You must not live in terror that your 
baby will catch cold. 


SPEAKING OF YOUR HEALTH . . . 
Don’t underestimate the importance of 
a “sprain” or “strain” of the ankle. If 
swelling and pain persist, have the 
ankle X-rayed to be sure that a frac­ 
ture does not exist. 
Tarantulas Are 'In'; 
Scorpion Boom Seen 


Sheriff Charles Radcliff and four 
state agents destroyed about a gallon 
of rye mash in Saltcreek Twp. near the 
Pickaway-Hocking County line.

The “in” thing in pets is tarantulas, 
but scorpions are coming, says a 
dealer in pets. 
“Very few people walk into the shop 
to buy tarantulas, but when they see 
them they are intrigued,” said Tom 
Krause, coowner of Noah’s Ark pet 
shop, a major outlet in the Chicago 
area for the furry fellows. 
“It’s impulse buying. They think 
they are getting something the Joneses 
don’t have,” he said. “We don’t sell to 
kids under 18 unless they are ac­ 
companied by their parents. We buy 
them from suppliers five dozen at a 
crack and they are shipped in con­ 
tainers.” 
He said he’s sold 800 tarantulas so 
far this year — up 25 per cent over a 
year ago — “and thousands of live 
crickets to feed them. 
“Now we are getting requests for 
scorpions from some exotic pet fan­ 
ciers who have gone through lizards, 
snakes and tarantulas and are looking 
for something new to amaze their 
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friends.” 
Krause said he has only two “poor 
man’s scorpions” in stock for $10 each. 
They are called Vinegaroons, he said, 
and don’t even belong to the scorpion 
family, although they look like them. 
They aren’t poisonous, either. 
About 90 per cent of tarantula 
species are harmless, said Krause, 
who retails them from $10 to $40 for one 
with a leg spread of six inches. They 
eat a couple of crickets a day that sell 
for 50 cents a dozen. 
One of the country’s tarantula 
specialists, Esther Lewis, 59, of 
suburban Lisle, said she “doesn’t 
approve of tarantulas being sold, but if 
they are it should be under controlled 
conditions for educational purposes. 
“Kids are so hard up for excitement 
these days they buy them to scare 
people with,” said Mrs. Lewis, who has 
had them ever since she plucked one 
from a banana stalk in a Mount Ayr, 
Iowa, grocery store when she was a 
young girl. 
2 Indicted 
For Fraud 


CINCINNATI (AP) - A federal 
grand jury has returned indictments 
naming two Cincinnati nursing home 
owners as the result of a five month 
probe of Medicaid and Medicare fraud. 
James D. Glass and Donald Glass 
were charged Wednesday with con­ 
spiracy to defraud and file false 
statements with the United States. 
The charge deals specifically with 
alleged frauds at seven nursing homes 
owned by Glass in the greater Cin­ 
cinnati area. 
Ralph Winkler, assistant U.S. at­ 
torney, said this action was the first 
resulting from a continuing in­ 
vestigation of federal money frauds 
which was conducted by his office and 
by the Bureau of Health Insurance of 
the Social Security Administration.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The House 
passed unanimously Wednesday a bill 
appropriating $25,000 for a study of the 
feasibility of establishing a National 
Museum of Afro-American History 
and Culture at Wilberforce, Ohio.

metric tons of wheat to go to 17 
countries. 
Wheat amounts to 79 per cent of the 
total food commodities allocated, 
compared to 80 5 per cent last year, 
Agriculture Department reports this 
summer, after fiscal year 1976 ended 
on June 30, said that agreements under 
Title I for wheat “sales" totalled 3.98 
million metric tons together for fiscal 
1976 and the three-month transition 
quarter before fiscal 1977 starts a new 
federal bookkeeping period. 
But after the allocations were an­ 
nounced Wednesday by Assistant 
Agriculture Secretary Richard E. Bell, 
a spokesman said 4.09 million metric 
tons, the initial 12-month planning 
figure for fiscal 1976, is the proper one 
to use in comparing the new 3.43 
million-ton target. 
Doing so means the wheat volume 
was dropped about 16 per cent. The 


program ’s Title

budget 
was 
decreased about 12 per cent. 
Actually, the announced plan calls 
for eventual easy-credit sales of 3.61 
million metric tons of wheat. But Bell 
said $38,9 million of the program's 
$866-million budget would be held in 
reserve to meet changing world needs 
and individual countries’ situations. 
The initial allocations could change, 
he said, because final U.S. government 
approvals of the deals and agreements 
with the foreign countries ‘‘generally 
... are yet to be made." Nonetheless, 
Bell said a month ago he hoped to 
move one-third of the foodgrains in the 
first quarter of the fiscal year.

There are many ways to treat cancer 
and new ones are being found through 
research to cure the disease. The most 
dramatic of these are drugs that cure 
certain types of leukemia and the 
constantly improving chemotherapy. 
Radiation treatment is now being 
used before surgery with surgery and 
alone. A new way of treatment with 
radiation is to keep the patient in the 
hospital for about two weeks and then 
send him home for two weeks to 
recover and then back for another two 
weeks, making him more capable of 
tolerating the radiation. 
Mrs. Mourad believes that no cancer 
diagnosis should be made without a 
great many tests and consultations by 
physicians. Before surgery is per­ 
formed, as is necessary in many cases, 
biopsies should be examined to see 
how far the disease has spread along 
with various other approaches to 
determine the extent of surgery 
needed. 
Immunotherapy is being studied 
widely and hopefully in the near future 
immunization such as for Swine Flu 
can be given but would be very ex­ 
pensive. 
Many 
patients perceive their 
physical death 
upon 
confirmed 
diagnosis and in many cases that could 
be cured, the patient dies because he 
has no hope of recovery and feels 
guilty that he has cancer and cannot 
cope with the problem. At times nurses 
will, without actually saying it, give 
the patient the feeling that there is no 
hope for him. Members of the family 
can help with a positive attitude and 
with more patients being sent home 
this becomes very important. 
The patient first needs physical 
care. Then comes psychological care 
and comfort for which the family 
needs preparation. The Reach to 
Recovery program has been an im­ 
portant factor in recovery as the 
breast cancer patient can discuss her 
feelings with a cured patient and know 
that she is understood and this gives 
her hope and the desire to fight and 
work for the opportunity to be well 
again and help other people. 
During a question and answer period 
Mrs. Mourad asked “ What is Dignity, 
what is life and what are heroic 
measures?’’ In answer to the question 
as to why not let a person die with 
dignity. 
The 
answers to these 
questions differ with individuals. 
With the constant changes in 
diagnosis, treatment and medication, 
it is a challenge to the medical 
profession to keep aoreast of them all. 
They are doing it and the number of 
cured patients is increasing due to 
their efforts.

WASHINGTON IA P ) - Scientists 
say they have found the first fossil 
evidence indicating that a land bridge 
once spanned the northern Atlantic 
Ocean between North America and 
Europe. 
Fossils of mammals, birds and other 
anim als found this summer on 
Canada’s Ellesmere Island, located 
above the 
Arctic Circle west of 
Greenland, match similar remains 
found in western Europe and the West­ 
ern United States, they said.

Wisconsin and Dr. Mary R. Dawson of 
the Carnegie Museum of Natural 
History in Pittsburgh announced the 
findings Wednesday at a scientific 
meeting in Montpellier, France. 
The scientists said fossil similarities 
on the two continents traditionally 
have been explained as evidence that 
animals came to North America via 
Asia and a land bridge across the 
Bering Sea near Alaska. 
More recent geological evidence 
leads some scientists to believe that 
the North American and European 
continents once were joined but 
gradually split apart, with the Atlantic 
forming between them. 
Drs. West and Dawson said their 
findings go a long way to prove that 
theory is correct. 
The last continental connection 
probably stretched between the nor­ 
thernmost tips of the continents by 
way of Greenland, Iceland and Spit­ 
sbergen, an island north of Scan­ 
dinavia, they said. This probably split 
apart 45 million to 48 million years ago. 
The fossils found along barren, 
rocky Ellesmere Island also show the 
climate was different. At the time 
these animals lived, this area just 500 
miles 
south 
of 
the 
North 
Pole 
apparently was somewhat swampy 
with a temperate climate, the scien­ 
tists said. 
Plant fossils also showed that 
temperate trees such as the sequoia 
grew in the area. 
Fossil fragments of many diverse 
animals were found. They included 
large mammals, 
alligators, 
mice, 
salamanders, snakes, birds and tur­ 
tles, including one that may have 
weighed several hundred pounds.

Pay Raise Bill 
On Ford's Desk 


WASHINGTON (A P) - Salaries of 
members of Congress would remain at 
$44,600 a year under a bill before 
President Ford that also holds the line 
on pay for federal judges and top 
government officials. 
The House voted 299 to 94 Wednesday 
for an appropriation bill that denies 
pay raises to the officials that is due in 
October for all federal employes. The 
Senate adopted it later by voice vote 
and sent it to Ford. 
The basic bill appropriates $943.4 
million for salaries and expenses of 
Congress and its employes and for 
legislative agencies such as the 
Library of Congress, 
Government 
Accounting Office and Government 
Printing Office. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - Ohio’s 
motorists’ financial responsibility law 
may fall short of giving the public the 
kind of protection it needs, some state 
lawmakers believe. 


As a result, they have launched a 
study that could lead to compulsory 
auto liability insurance. 


A resolution adopted earlier this 
month by the Senate calls for an in­ 
vestigation by the legislative Service 
Commission and a report to the 
General Assembly no later than March 
I, 1977. 


Three states already have enacted a 
law which says, in effect, that no 
vehicle can be operated on their high­ 
ways unless the owners have provided 
advance proof of liability insurance. 
They are New York, Massachusetts 
and North Carolina. 
Sen. Michael J. Maloney, R-7 Cin­ 
cinnati, said there is growing concern 
that existing statutes are inadequate 
because all too often it means that 
persons responsible for accidents in 
the end escape liability. 
The Senate resolution said in part 
that “ a persistent concern has been 
that a sizeable number of motorists 
are without liability insurance and are 
financially irresponsible.” 
It went on to say that “the public 
interest demands that the motoring 
public be protected from the financial 
disaster that can result from an ac­ 
cident with a driver who is unable to 
pay judgments against him.” 
The study also will include, among a 
list of possible alternatives, a look at 
mandated 
uninsured 
motorists’ 
coverage which insurers in Ohio now 
must offer but which motorists are 
now not required to purchase. 


Freshman Sen. Charles L. Butts, D- 
23 Cleveland, “ bit his tongue” when he 
asked his colleagues to defeat an 
amendment to a pay bill that would 
fatten the increase proposed for Ohio’s 
sheriffs. 
He did so reluctantly, he said, 
recognizing the sensitivity of the issue 
for lawmakers back in their home 
districts. 


Butts said however, that the 
amendment, in effect, came along too 
late for adequate consideration just 
prior to passage of the bill, especially 
since the matter had been under study 
for several months. 
The amendment lost by a single 
vote, 16-15, and the Cuyahoga County 
lawmaker told his colleagues “ maybe 
I ’d better ride the bus home.”

Carter and President Ford drew very 
different portraits of Carter’s record 
as governor in their debate Thursday 
night. Both were essentially accurate, 
even though they cited strikingly 
different statistics. 
For example, Ford said the number 
of state employes went up 25 per cent 
during Carter’s term. Tile Georgian 
said that the number of state workers 
rose by 2 per cent in his last year in 
office. Both were apparently right. 
Carter said as governor "we had a 
bureaucratic mess like we have in 
Washington now. And we had 300 
agencies, departments, bureaus, 
commissions, some fully budgeted, 
some not.... We eliminated 278 of them.

Ford did not dispute the specific 
figures, but the number of boards, 
bureaus and agencies eliminated has 
been contested previously by some 
Georgia officials. One planning 
specialist, for example, said there 
were 66 budgeted agencies before 
reorganization — not 300. 
The number left is also in dispute. 
Carter’s count of 22 major operating 
divisions does not include independent, 
operating agencies such as the 
Georgia Forest Research Council, 
various state retirement systems and 
parks authorities, all of which receive 
state funds.

Ford was correct in claiming he had 
fewer vetoes than Roosevelt and 
Truman. But the averages for 
Roosevelt, 48 a year, and Truman, 36 a 
year, were less than Ford claimed. 
Ford also claimed that his vetoes 
have saved Americans $9 billion, and 
he said his vetoes could have saved an 
additional $13 billion if Congress 
hadn't overridden them. 
Carter contended that Ford’s vetoes 
saved only $4 billion, not $9 billion, 
adding that "the cost in unemployment 
compensation, welfare compensation 
and lost revenues has increased $23 
billion in the last two years.” 
Neither candidate offered any 
breakdown or documentation for his 
claims about the costs and savings of 
vetoes.

A 
Mississippi River stemwheel river- 
boat destroyed by explosion and fire 
about 1900 is free of its watery grave. 
The boat didn’t come up — the river 
went down. 
Forty feet of heavy timbers and 
planking — all that remains of "The 
Bluff City” — emerged this week as 
the quarter-mile-wide river shrank to 
half its size because of water shortages 
upstream. 
On each side of the Mississippi, 
about IOO yards of what normally is 
river bottom is exposed and dry. 
Although the Army Corps of 
Engineers is maintaining a nine-foot 
channel for river traffic, the waterway 
has shrunk to about an eighth of a mile 
in width. 
There apparently were no crew 
members killed in the "Bluff City" 
accident, but people examining the 
wreckage Thursday spoke of bones 
that may have been part of a horse’s 
skeleton.

FRANKFORT, Ky. (A P) - Gov. 
Julian Carroll says he has “ grave 
reservations” about nuclear power 
plants. 
“ I probably have graver res­ 
ervations than most other individuals 
in my business...about whether 
nuclear power plants are the proper 
means to meet our energy needs,” 
Carroll told a news conference 
Thursday. 
He said no proposal has been made 
by a utility to locate a nuclear plant rn 
Kentucky, but he said he would have to 
evaluate such a proposal on the facts 
— not on the basis of his personal 
feelings about nuclear power. 
“ I can’t let my personal feelings 
dominate my public responsibilities,” 
he said. “ I would always vote with 
what was in the public interest.” 
Dr. Frank Stanonis, commissioner 
of environmental quality for the state 
Department for Natural Resources 
and Environmental Protection, said it 
was unlikely that Kentucky would be 
chosen as the site for a nuclear power 
plant because of economic reasons. 
“ We have coal here,” he said. 
Carroll said he would not like to see a 
final decision made on construction of 
a nuclear power plant at Marble Hill, 
Ind., 31 miles up the Ohio River from 
louisville, until regional studies are 
completed on the need for and impact 
of such a plant. 
Carroll said he has asked the 
governors of neighboring states to 
cooperate with Kentucky in the 
development of a regional power plant.

Inouye Aide 
Perjurer; 
Still On Job 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen. Daniel 
K. Inouye says he has no plans to fire 
his adm inistrative assistant who 
admittedly committed perjury while 
testifying before a federal grand jury. 
Inouye, a Democrat from Hawaii, 
also denied a report that the Senate 
Ethics Committee is pressuring him to 
fire the aide, Henry Giugni. 
Giugni told a federal court last July 
that he had accepted a $5,000 cash 
campaign contribution in 1973 from 
Gulf Oil Corp. lobbyist Claude C. Wild 
Jr, and failed to report it as required 
by federal law. 
Giugni also said he committed 
perjury when first asked about the 
contribution by a federal grand jury. 
Published reports said the Ethics 
Committee has urged Inouye to 
dismissed Giugni because the aide’s 
actions allegedly brought discredit to 
the Senate. 
Inouye said he requested a meeting 
with the committee to discuss the 
situation. 
The 
senator recalled 
members’ questions and statements as 
being largely sympathetic. 
And, Inouye said, “The committee 
did not individually or collectively 
suggest that I fire Mr. Giugni.” He 
added that he had no intention of firing 
his aide. 
Giugni said he used the contribution 
money to reimburse Inouye for out-of- 
pocket campaign expenses without 
telling the senator where the money 
came from. 
Giugni was not prosecuted because 
he received immunity after his first 
appearance before the grand jury. He 
has since sent Gulf a personal check, 
paying back the $5,000. 
The committee last week decided to 
drop an inquiry into the receipt of Gulf 
funds by Senate Minority Leader Hugh 
Scott.

“ This is the second NCA evaluation of 
our school. Circleville High School was 
last evaluated in 1970. The North 
Central Association requires each 
member school to undertake a com­ 
prehensive evaluation once during 
each seven year cycle as a major 
impetus for school improvement " 


He then described the phases of the 
evaluation: “ First we shall analyze 
the school’s community and determine 
precisely what are the school’s 
governing goals and purposes. Then 
we shall study our program and 
procedures to see how successfully we 
are meeting those goals. During the 
evaluation, every aspect of the school 
will be reviewed - student activities, 
personnel services, health services, 
instructional materials, staff, physical 
facilities, financial support and con­ 
trol. The evaluation will result in 
suggestions for those modifications 
and changes that will help the school 
do an even better job of educating our 
students.” 
Sarchet estimates that the total self- 
evaluation will take approximately 
seven months. 'Hie self-evaluation 
process at Circleville High School 
started in March, 1976, and will be 
completed by December, 1976. Faculty 
reports from the various sub­ 
committees will summarize the 
respective strengths and weaknesses 
of each segment of the school. Each of 
these reports will then be discussed by 
the total faculty. The final self- 
appraisel will be of the school as a 
whole. 
To impart additional objectivity to 
the process, the school will then be 
visited by a team of educators from 
outside the district. The outside team

One was reported in 
serious condition. 
Florida Highway Patrolman John 
Rondone said the school bus was 
preparing to stop on U.S. I to let off 
passengers when the Greyhound 
struck it from behind and then 
careened into a pickup truck. 
No one in the pickup truck was in­ 
jured, officers said. 
“The pavement was wet and slip­ 
pery and the bus couldn’t stop,” 
Rondone said. “The bus was traveling 
about 40 miles an hour, which is well 
within the speed limit.” 
Dorber, 47, was charged with 
careless driving. 


Dayton Busing 
Fight Flares 


DAYTON, Ohio (AP) — Spokesmen 
for the antibusing majority on the 
Dayton school board lashed out at 
prominent citizens who pushed for the 
measure while enrolling their children 
in private schools. 
Meanwhile, a pro-busing board 
member charged the new issue was 
political. 
Josephine Groff, an antibusing 
member, accused the civic leaders of 
“the highest type of hypocrisy.” Board 
President William Goodwin said those 
parents have “turned out to be bigots 
after all.” 
The busing plan, ordered by a 
federal court, affects about 18,000 of 
the district’s 41,000 pupils. 
Goodwin and Groff cited several 
prominent Dayton officials who have 
enrolled their children in private 
schools. 
A survey by the Dayton Joumal- 
Herald indicated that very few parents 
had just enrolled their children in 
private schools this year. Most had 
done so in previous years. All denied 
racial motives.

The second question dealt with taxes 
and was directed to Ford. who replied 
that he probably would sign the tax bill 
recently passed by Congress. This 
time it was Carter’s turn to rebut, and 
he linked the Republicans to a tax 
structure he called “ a welfare 
program for the rich." 
Carter was asked where he'd find the 
money to pay for the programs he was 
promising voters. With reduced 
unemployment and a steady economic 
growth, there would be $60 billion in 
extra money in four years, he said. 
Ford questioned whether such a 
dividend would be found. If it was. he

added. " I think the .American taxpayer 
ought to get an additional tax break, a 
tax reduction of that magnitude.” 
later, the subject of taxes came up 
again and Carter said he wanted to do 
away with the kind of deductions he 
said were used by the wealthy but 
were not available to the average 
working person He cited "firstelass 
travel, the $50 martini lunch.” 
Ford then 
renewed 
recent 
Re­ 
publican charges that Carter had 
indicated in an interview with The 
Associated Press that he planned to 
ask for a tax increase ’on about 50 per 
cent of the working people of this coun­ 
try ” The President also said that the 
tax laws which Carter claims contain 
gross inequities 
were 
written 
by 
congresses 
controlled 
by 
the 
Democrats. 
Carter repeatedly has said that he 
has no intention of asking for a tax 
increase 
for 
lower 
middle-income 
families. The Democratic candidate 
has said he only intends to do away 
with provisions that give extra ad­ 
vantages to high-income families. 
One of the most acrimonious ex­ 
changes occurred when Ford was 
asked to 
comment 
on 
the 
anti- 
Washington feeling often mentioned 
during the campaign. 
Ford said he thought any anti- 
Washington 
feeling 
"ought 
to 
be 
focused on the Congress. .. I don’t 
think the American people are getting 
their money's worth from the majority 
party that runs this Congress ... 
"They spend too much money on 
themselves: they have too many 
employes; there's some question about 
their morality.” 
Ford concluded that " I think the 
American people want a Republican 
president to check on any excesses 
that come out of the next Congress.” 
Carter retorted that "it’s not a 
matter of Republican and Democrat, 
it’s a matter of leadership or no 
leadership.” 
He said Ford "quite often puts 
forward a program just as a public 
relations stunt and never tries to put it 
through the Congress by working with 
the Congress ... The point is that a 
president ought to lead this country. 
Mr. Ford, so far as I know, except for 
avoiding another Watergate, has not 
accomplished one 
single 
m ajor 
program for this country.” 
On government reorganization, 
Carter said he had drastically con­ 
solidated the 
state 
government 
bureaucracy as governor of Georgia 
and that "it was a tremendous suc­ 
cess.” 
Ford countered that during Carter’s 
four years as governor, state ex­ 
penditures increased more than 50 per 
cent and the number of state employes 
increased by 25 per cent. 
The official record shows that during 
Carter’s term as governor of Georgia, 
the state budget increased from $1,057 
billion to $1,657 billion, up 58.5 per cent. 
The number of state employes rose 24 
per cent. Both figures were lower than 
the increases during the four-year 
term of Carter’s predecessor, Lester 
Maddox. 
A principal theme of the Carter 
presidential campaign has been a 
promise to cut sharply the number of 
federal agencies. 
Both men restated their positions on 
amnesty and on Ford’s pardon of 
Richard M. Nixon. 
Ford said he opposes across-the- 
board pardon of draft evaders or 
deserters. He said he pardoned Nixon 
after Nixon resigned the presidency 
"because it seemed to me Mr. Nixon 
had been penalized enough by his 
resignation in disgrace and the need 
and necessity for me to concentrate on 
the problems of the country fully 
justified the action I took.” 
Carter said he advocates a pardon 
for draft resisters. " I think now is a 
time to heal our country,” he said. 
On energy and particularly nuclear 
power, Carter said 
he 
favored 
development of coal resources and 
declared that "we should use atomic 
energy only as a last resort with the

strictest possible safety precautions.” 
He also said he would favor mandatory 
conservation measures. 
Ford said he had submitted to 
Congress "the first comprehensive 
energy conservation program.” The 
President said his administration has 
increased research and development 
to "insure that our nuclear power 
plants are safer, that they are more 
efficient and that we have adequate 
safeguards ” 
Asked abut his vetoes of jobs bills 
passed by Congress. Ford said his 56 
vetoes of various measures had saved 
$9 billion and thereby relieved in­ 
flationary pressures which "would 
help to destroy jobs in the private 
sector.” 
Carter said unemployment under the 
Ford administration was the highest 
since the depression of the 1930's. 
"This affects human beings and his in­ 
sensitivity in providing these people a 
chance to work has made this a 
welfare administration not a work 
administration.” 
Government unemployment figures 
for August showed 7.9 per cent of the 
work force was jobless, or nearly eight 
million people. 
Answers were filled with figures, 
billions of dollars in deficits, other 
billions in surpluses and still others in 
taxes. The candidates also referred to 
millions employed and other millions 
unemployed. 
Political analysts would judge their 
performances; opinion analysts would 
try to determine the public reaction. 
But as Ford is fond of saying, the poll 
that counts will be taken Nov. 2, 
Election Day, 1976.
